WASHINGTON, July 7 (UP).— 
President Roosevelt sent the 
“heartfelt greetings” of America 


her conflict with Japan, and de- 
clared that the United States is re- 
deeming its pledges to “neglect 
none of the roads to Tokio.” 


The President's message, broad- 
cast from San Francisco by short- 
wave to Chungking, said: 


“To the people of China: 


“This day marks the end of the 
sixth year of the heroic defense of 
your soil under the leadership of 


Kal-shek. 1 send you, the people 
of China, the heartfelt. greetings 
of your partners, the people - of the 


“Our friends have long known 


day, that the promises of the 
United States are always kept and 
our pledges are always redeemed. 
The statements which follow. have 
been made by me at various times 
since we joined hands with you in 
this war. It is good to know that 
the hopes and the promises I ex- 
pressed on these former occasions 


The President quoted former 
speeches in which he had spoken 
of the gallant fighting effort of 
the Chinese nation and repeated 
what he had said one month after 
Pearl Harbor, that “powerful and 
offensive actions must and will be 
taken in proper time,” implying 
that the new offensive in the 
southwest Pacific is at least one 
phase of the promised attack on 
Japan, 

He reminded China that on 
April 28, 1942, he said “ways will 
be found to deliver airplanes and 
munitions of war.” The people of 
Chungking had only to look sky- 
ward to see the first step in the 
fulfillment of that promise—the air 
transport route from India—bring- 
ing in precious, though limited, 
supplies. \ 


On Feb. 12, 1943, Mr. Roosevelt 
told the Chinese that “our policy 
toward our Japanese enemies is 
a policy af fighting hard on all 
fronts and ending the war as 
quickly as we can on the uncom- 
promising terms of unconditional 
surrender.” 


Finally, as encouragement to 
China to have faith that her long 
fight will be rewarded, the Presi- 
dent quoted his words to Congress 
on Jan. 7, 1943: “Prom this war, 
China will realize the s€curity, the 
prosperity and the dignity which 
Japan has sought so rithlessly to 
destroy.” 


Japan ‘Shall 
Perish by the 
Sword’—Eden 


LONDON, July 7 (UP).—Foreign 
Secretaty Anthony Eden today re- 
affirmed Britain’s pledge to help 
destroy the Japanese in the Far 
East, warning that “he who draws 
the sword shall perish by it.” 


Addressing a “Salute to China” 
meeting, Eden warned against the 
magnitude of the task of beating 
the Japanese. 

“Our hearts are fixed with a grim 
resolve to teach Japan once and 
for all the lesson that co-prosperity 
is not achieved by oppression and 
that he who. draws the sword shall 
perish by it,“ Be said. 

“We have a duty towards our 
allies, ir particular our Chinese 
allies, to destroy the present Jap- 
anese menace in the Far East and 
to join in making a contribution to 
create a better order in which all 
just men will live in peace. With- 
out such order and such standards, 
peaceful development of commerce, 
which always has been the chief 
interest of British policy in the 
Far East, is impossible,” 

He expressed confidence that the 
Allies would be able to overcome 
the Japanese menace, but added: 

“In Europe, the tide of aggression 
is ebbing. Our great bomber offen- 
sive is only a prelude to heavier 
blows. Every thrust against Axis 
Europe brings us nearer to the day 
when the full force of the United 
Nations can be brought to bear 
against Japan. * 

Chinese Ambassador Wellington 
Koo, speaking after Eden, said the 
“days of easy success” were gone 
for the Japanese in the Pacific from 
the Aleutians to the coast of Aus- 
tralia. * 

“The initiative now rests with the 
United Nations,” he said. “The 
progress of current operations 80 
boldly undertaken and so skilfully 
executed by the American and Aus- 
tralian forces in the Solomons is 
hut another favorable sign of the 
task of defeating Japan.”

This plan is not considered as a 
permanent solution, but it shall re- 
main in force until Germany shows 
the willingness and ability to live at 
peace with other nations, 

In this article I want to deal only 
with two outstanding weaknesses of 
this plan. 


Mr. Kingsbury Smith speaks of 
the punishment of the war crim- 
inals.

But he doesn’ N 
speak clearly about the destruction 
of the Nazi state and rooting out 
Nationa) Socialism. 


Not one clear word in this plan 
about hig attitude towards the so- 
cial of German National 
Socialism, that is, towards the 
driving forces of German impe- 
rialism. These driving forces of Ger- 
man Imperialism are the German 
big capitalists, the Junkers, 
the high-ranking military and 
bureaucratic caste that created 
the Nazi State, the Nazi movement 
and Nazi organizations as a bar- 
barian instrument for the ruthless 
dictatorship over the German peo- 
ple, for the barbarization of brcad 
German masses and for the plans 
of world conquest. 


REMARKABLE SERIES 


Walter Lippman in a remarkable 
series of articles in the “New York 
Herald Tribune” on the Geramn 
question has pointed out very clear- 
ly that without des':oying the eco- 
nomic and social ower of the basic 
classes of Germ ‘mperialism, the.

"Set. Joseph Louis Barrow had a few words to say 
the other day which are typical of him and which caused 
a good deal of comment in the sports pages. 
by a U.P. reporter, King Joe said, among other things, 
„My main business when there isn't a war is prize fight- 
ing, and I’m banking on the ring again when the war is over. If the 
war lasts four or five more years, however, I guess it will retire me, 
Five years irom now I will be 34 and I think that will be a little too 
old to fight again. . Meanwhile, the first thing we've got to do 


Joe's preoccupation with winning the war is well known. He 
always had a healthy, conscious and positive position on the war 
despite the fact that the humiliating jim crow regulations which 
hamstring millions of his people from complete and full participation 
in the struggle must have shaken his faith in the character of the 


The most interesting part of his statement for a sports writer 1s 
his desire to come back to the ring and the game which gave him 
his unprecedented fame and success. 

Joe is 29 years old now and has been in the Army a little over 


weeks ago, he could get into shape for a fight in eight or nine weeks. 
Army life is rigorous, wholesome and healthy if not particularly sat- 
isfactory to the special demands which prize fighting makes on a 
man's muscles and body. But there is no doubt that Joe is now 
just a wee bit removed in physical equipment from the devastating 
fighter who left behind him a trail of battered and beaten fighters.

LEWIS DENOUNCED © 


John L. Lewis is denounced in 
several parts of the report. His 
provocation of the Smith-Connally 
Bill was one occasion. The other 
wes his application to rejoin the 
AFL and the destructive effect this 
has had on prospects of labor unity. 


The NMU reaffirmed its support 
for labor unity on a constructive 
basis and stressed the need of joint 
labor action in the 1944 elections. 

Another section of the report is 
devoted to the union's effort to 
bring about international labor 
unity.

It is high time that our policy take into 
account the facts of life, and recognize that 
the French Committee is an authoritative 
power deriving its unity and policy from the 
struggle of the French people for national 
liberation. It is our job to help develop that 


resurgent patriotism, instead of hampering 
it. 


Who Traps Whom? 


WE ARE going to be trapped. Into what? 
Why, of all things, a second front in 
Europe! 

That is the tone of the new round of 
speculations now hitting the press and the 
radio in connection with Hitler’s offensive 
on the Eastern Front. 

According to these wiseacres, Hitler has 


started his new offensive, in which he has 


lost already over 1,000 tanks and over 15,000 
men killed, in order to “fool” Britain and 
America into an invasion of Europe. 

It is hard to think of a more irresponsible, 
if not outrightly tricky approach. Accord. 
ing to these play-boys, the gigantic Orel- 
Belgorod battle is merely an amusing ma- 
neuver o trap—mind you, trap!—us into a 
second front. Oh no, these boys are wise— 
they just want to sit back and watch. 

Every time a new opportunity is presented 
for striking hard into Europe, there imme- 
diately arises a new Black Market of Hoch- 
Politik speculators, who always sell goods 
marked “No Second Front.” 

What is needed is not a new round of 
speculations, no matter in what circles. What 
is needed is a new round of battles, in which 
WE will trap Hitler in a two-front war. 


New York’s Primaries 


1 voters of New Vork City face an im- 
portant primary election August 10. 

In the Democratie Party, the contest is 
between the Kennedy pro-Roosevelt leader- 
ship and the anti-Kennedy pro-Farley forces. 

The Marcantonio-Connolly forces in the 
ALP give energetic support to our Com- 
mander-in-Chief, to the policy ef strengthen- 
ing the Anglo-Soviet-American coalition to 
achieve victory in war and in peace. They 
back the all-out war program of the Murray 
leadership of the CIO.

It is a safe axiom that where the 
enemy has his troops there he is 
most likely to fight. There are 211 
German divisions on the Soviet 
front as compared with 91 through- 
out Europe. The Soviets have been 
telling us plainly that they ex- 
pected the German offensive at 
Orel-Belgorod, and that is where 
it came. 


How far it will go is another 
story. That it is on a big scale is 
clear from the Soviet report of 
German losses in tanks and men. 
It seems that Hitler is making his 
big gamble on the Eastern front— 
the only place where the benefits 


to be gained would warrant the 


terrific risk involved. 

For he knows that his fate must 
be determined on the Soviet front. 
Once he makes the step of com- 
mitting his forces to a major action 
there, his die is cast. He must 
count on a quick, worthwile suc- 
cess, Or be faced with a long gruel- 
ing struggle with the grim prospect 
of complete disaster for himself. 

— 2 * 
HEREFORE, he must have 
chosen this course after con- 
sidering all other possibilities at 
his disposal. 


The choice was not a very diffi- 


cult one to make. He was con- 
fronted with certain realities which 
even he could not change. If he 
removed sizeable forces from the 
Eastern Front for action else- 
where, he would leave himself wide 
open to a Soviet offensive. His 
main concern is to avoid that. 


Evidently, what the Allies were 
doing in the West was not enough 
to compel him to commit hara-kiri 
in the East. The air raids were 
troublesome and made things un- 
comfortable, but “measures could 


be taken without moving a single 


soldier from Orel. And if a rain of 
bombs could not bring Germany 
and Italy to their knees, he cer- 


tainly had nothing to fear from 
the tornado of words. 


We must admit that in so far as 
the Allied leaders touched upon 
coming events in their public state- 
ments they gave Hitler no cause to 
fear an immediate, large-scale in- 
vasion of Europe. The phrase 
“complex amphibious operations” 
—so high-sounding and expert— 
was supposed to quell all laymen 
who know nothing about military 
science. And who could question 
that it would take months to 
prepare such an ambitious under- 
taking? 

I suppose Hitler is quite able to 


‘read between the lines. He could 


read as possibilities within the 
relatively near future—the sense of 
time is another matter upon which

How else explain that Hitler 
thinks himself safe with 91 divi- 
sions in Europe? 


puat fact is really an insult to 

the West, the worst and most 
debasing of the many which Hitler 
has flung at us. To meet the Red 
Army he must employ no less than 
211 divisions. For Britain and 
America he assigns no more than 
91—and half of their effectives are 
old, wounded or ill-trained. 

Can it be possible that he counts 
more upon his Fifth Column, the 
defeatists, divided counsels, am- 
biguous aims, contradictory aspira- 
tions, inertia and the fear of risks 


in his opponents than upon his 91. 


divisions? 

Can it be that he assumes the 
pattern by which he won power in 
Germany, conquered France and 
devastated Europe will condemn 
the rest of the West to death from 
immobility ? 

Yes, it is necessary to get angry. 

The trouble back in 1942 and the 
winter of 1943 was that we, labor 
and the people, were not angry 
enough. We were over-polite. We 
tended to excuse the weaknesses 
and hesitations in our war leaders 
for the sake of a high purpose 
which would by some magic work 
itself out alright in the end. 

Instead of holding all our na-

tional leaders to the line, making 
them stick by their programs and 
the people’s will, we forgave them 


. their recessions before the growing 


attacks of the defeatists, and even 
retreated with them. 


W* must learn how to use the 


weapon of criticism even upon 


our closest friend. You can use a 
knife to kill and you ean use a 
knife to operate. Even a few husky 
jabs delivered at the right time in 
the proper place will save a -friend 
from danger. 

Will the logic of events bring 


about a second front? Now that 


Hitler’s new offensive makes it so 
plain logically and logistically and 
strategically must the aecond front 
come? 

The only logic there is in events 
is the logic we give them. Events 
are so arranged now that they are 
conducive to a second front, and to 
victory. But they need something 
to put them. together, to make 
them develop and lead into the 
logic that we want to see. 

The age of miracles is past. We 
cannot expect a self-propelled vic- 
tory. Considering everything, it is 
just as logical not to expect a major 
second front in Europe this year as 
to expect one. The people must 
supply the logic.

Chinese Trade Unions 
Of Resistance--and Counter-Attack 


(By Allied Labor News) 

CHUNGKING, July 7.—When the 
history of the war in the Far East 
comes to be written, it will be found 
that a major role in the destruction 
of Japanese militarism will have 
been played by the trade unions of 
North China, 

Due to the drastic Japanese block- 
ade of the greater part of this area, 
and to the difficulties of communi- 
cation with Free China, the task of 
supplying the principal northern 
armies—the Eigzteenth Group (for- 
merly , Eighth Rout) and New 


Fourth armies—has fallen to the 
one million members of these 
unions. 


The leading North China unions 
involved are the General Labor 
Union of the Shensi-Kansu-Nin- 
ghsia Border Region (by agreement 
with the national government in 
Chungking the 18th Group Army 
administers this Region), the Shan- 
si-Chahar-Hopei Labor Federation, 


the Southeastern Shansi Federation 


of Unions, the Federation of Ta- 
hang Range Unions, and the Labor 
Federation of the Chengting-Tal- 
yuan and Tatung-Puchow Railways. 

At a recent conference of repre- 


sentatives of these unions, it was 


decided “to organize a North Chine 
Federation of Trade Unions to uni- 
fy the labor movement and thus in- 
crease its fighting power against 
the military and political offensive 
of the enemy.” None of these unions 


Chinese forces--with the northern 
armies concentrating on cutting 
enemy supply lines and raiding out- 


posts, and the central troops main- 


taining pressure on the enemy spear 
heads—that has primarily been re- 
sponsible for preventing the mech- 


anized, well trained Japanese ar- 


mies from overrunning the whole of 
China. 


The central purpose of the North 
China unions was expressed by the 


‘executive committee of the General 


Labor Union, in a statement issued 
upon formation of the union in 1940, 
“Our main activity must be to or- 
ga all the workers of the Bor- 
der Region for active participation 
in the war of resistance and na- 
tional reconstruction,” the state- 
ment said. “In order to guarantee 
Victory, we must increase the disci- 
pline and productivity of labor, 
raise the political, cultural and 
technical level of the workers, and 
strengthen the bonds between the 
workers and soldiers.” 


The General Labor Union in- 
cludes industrial, office and agricul- 
tural workers. At its formation in 
1940 it had 55,694 members—63 per 
cent of whom were in agriculture, 
22 per cent in handicrafts and 15 
per cent in industry. As a result of 
the drive to industrialize the Border 
Region the number of machine- 
shop workers has since increased by 
41 per cent, textile workers by 25 
per cent, needle trade workers by 6 
per cent, paper workers by 8 per 
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cent, printers by 5 per cent, and 
other industrial workers by 17 per 
cent, 


Total population of the Shensi- 
Kansu-Ninghsia Border Region is 
2,000,000. Unions in the Shansi- 
Chahar-Hopei area have 600,000 


members. 


TRAINING SCHOOLS 


To carry out its program of in- 
creasing labor productivity, the 
General Labor Union set up ma- 
chine-shop training schools, night 
classes to abolish illiteracy, politital 
and technical study groups, shop 
newspapers, and research labora- 
tories where. workers can exercise 
their initiative in devising new tools, 
chemical processes and substitutes 
for materials rendered scarce by the 
blockade. 

Last year technicians and skilled 
workers in the Communicaticns 
Supplies Factory in Yenan (capital 
of the Border Region) manufac- 
tured a duplicate of an intricate 
military radio transmitter (cap- 
tured from the Japanese) out of 
aluminum plates from a Japanese 


airplane and parts from an auto- 


mobile. Research workers in Yenan 
have discovered new materials for 
making paper and printing ink, 
with the result that the entire pro- 
gtam for educating the workers, 
soldiers and farmers has been ex- 
tended. Other members of the

‘The tollowing letter submitted by a Party Club 
should be of value to other branches in planning 
their activities for the Press and Party Pund Drive:

3. Branch activities—to initiate the drive, a party 
was held in honor of a new baby born to George and 
Lillian Blake, two honored comrades. This party 
was held at thé home of one of our comrades and 75 
people came. We had fine entertainment, beer and a 
beautiful buffet supper. People with good incomes 
were approached in advance for pledges and con- 
tributions. Many comrades were included in this. 
With the ground work laid, pledges and contribu- 
tions of funds ranging from $25 to $250, in one 
instance, came into the baby crib, which we had 
placed in the center of the floor. These large sums 
stimulated the rest of the gathering to come forward 
with greater amounts of money. 

The evening netted $500 in cash and $500 in pledges. 
Our quota is $1,500, but with a view toward raising 
$2,000. We know our comrades will be satisfied with 
nothing less. All the contributors at the party were
